After the scandal of the Becker 1

in Life. Meet Death in 
n i Few Hours Apart. 



Sister Christine Johnsun, aged -I. 
and Sister Martha Oleson. aged -7. died 
Sunday at Shakertown a few hours 
apart and were interred in the little 
Shaker cemetery after a double funeral 
service Tuesday morning by Rev. F. T. 
Mclntire. The two were tittert in-law 
and many yeara ago had journeyed from 
Illinois to join the Pleasant Hill com- 
munity, and had lived in close com- 
panionship and affection from vigorous 
young womanhoial to ripe old age. I'hey 
were both women of beautiful character, 
quiet ami industrious, and unselfish with 
all about them, and to many who h.yed 
them it has been a con«»iatlo i that, as 
they were inseparable in ofe, deaih 
took them both to eternal rest on the 
same day. Sister Martha had t een ill 
some weeks and Sister Christine had 
been her devoted nurse, shanng the 
burden of her illness with Sister Sarah 
Pennebaker. For several day s before 
death came she complained of not feel- 
ing well, but would not give up her 
minittrationi at thf bedside of her 
friend, and Sunday morning went to 
the room of the sick woman, but after 
a few moments she laid down on a cot 
to rest.

CAPTURE OF WARSAW 

Greatest German Achievement During the 
War 

The Waraaw correapoident of the 
London Times who left the city with 
the laat of ths Russian troops, has sent 
to his paper from Petrograd the follow- 
ing dispatch 

"The capture of Waaaaw undoubted- 
ly represents the greatest German 
achievement in the war and it would 
be atupid to minimize the character 
of the campaign or the braverv of the 
German soldiers, w hose sacrifices placed 
them in possession of the goal for 
which they suffered approximately a 
million ciisualties in the space of a year. 
On the other hand it w.-uld to stupi.d 
to exaggerate the importance of War- 
aaw. 

"The city was lost, not through the 
defective generalship or inferiority of 
the Russian army, but solely through 
the inability of Ruaaia to convert ita 
vast resources tjuickly to the uses of 
war. The evacuation of Warsaw waa 
carried out from the beginning to end 
with 'lit the slightest confusion, piinic. 
demoralization o r discouragement. 

For two weeks an unending train of 
t. unspoi lt passed in orderly procession 
out from the city, removing everything 
which might beof value to the Germans. 

' There waa no storming of the city, 
lor the Russians blew up the bridges 
at .1 o clock in the afternoon and the 
German- did not arrive on the Warsaw 
side of the river until ti o'clock. The 
Russians played their game virtually 
up to the laat minute and the laat 
shrapnel ..hell. Then they retired in 
good order, leaving the Germane to 
enter an undefended city. 

"The army throughout acted on a 
symmetrical plan following a time 
table in conjunction with all the forces 
from Galicia to the Baltic, which en- 
abled them to remain until the laat 
moment lo take the maximum toli from 
the enemy and still escape intact ready
